-Asiatic’ Society held in Shanghal on, the aoth 


ulto,, General Mesny read a paper on " Yunnan :. 


its treasures and trade routes.” Dr, -Edkins 
occupied the chair.. : oe 
General Mesny, after! some introductory 


,remasks, read his. paper, from which we. make 


the followlng extracts ; -The superficial area of 
Yunnan is over 100,000 English square miles, 
It extends through seven degrees of Intitude and 
eight. degrees. of longitude, and {s thus larger 
than Italy, but.not nearly so densely populated 
as the Italian. Kingdom, The population of 
been variously estimated by the 
Government, as well as by individual 
collectors of ‘such statlstics, at from 3 to 17 
millions. In 1877, at thé close ofa civil war that 
had lasted over twenty years, and had greatly 
reduced the number of inhabitants, I estimated 
the population to be about one millioti families, 
Two years later, an official census was taken and 
the population was then declared tobe aver 
eleven million. Individuals, About two thirds of 
the -present inhabitants of Yunnan consist of 
various tribes of Lolo, Li-su, Mu-su,. Man-tru 
and Mino-tzu, collectively called, or ‘classed, 
‘by the Chinese, as 43és,.0 term which 
means heathen, because the Chinese have 
failed to convert the native tribes to Con- 
facianism, Or any other system: of morality, 
These primitive people still retain many of their 
ancient manners and customs, refrainingas much 
ad possible from social intercourse with the 
Chinese. ‘They have also certain‘tribal distinc. 
tions peculfar to the members of thelr respective 
ttbes, thus the Mino-t2it and Lung-jdn tribes, in

aregrown almost everywhere. Penrs; oranges, 
lemons, and other frult, potatoes and other 
vegetables, are also cultivated to more or less 
perfection in many different places, Fine oxen, 
excellent sheep, gants, pigs, dogs, ponies, asses, 
mules, fish, ducks, geese, peacocke and fowls, 
are also reared and eaten as food by cll who can 
afford such, Mahomednns of courte bstaining 
from the abominable flesh of the her and the 
‘dog. Milk, butter, tea, sugar and salt’ are alsa 
produced in various parts of the province, and at 
Teasonable prices. Clothing stcif is, however, 
very dear, although coarse flannels and itrong 
silks are woven from native produce, and an 
abundance ‘of fine woo! {s available for manufac. 
turing the best of cloth on the Introduction of 
sultable machinery for that purpose, The mineral 
wealth of Yunnan fs something enormous, and 
almost inexhaustible. Itis preater by far than 
that of any other province in Ching, ‘Rubles 
and sapphires, garnets and topares, amethysts 
and jade abound in the western prefectures, 
Gold, silver, platinum,’ nickel, copper, tin, lead, 
zinc, fron, coal and salt, also abound {n many 
places, Copper is especially abundant, Its 
ores are of excellent quality, and have been 
worked for ages ia over ono thousand different 
places. This rich province has been moro or 
eas open to Chinese commércial intercourse for 
the long pesfod of twenty-two centuries, and it 
has been administered enthe’y-as 9 Chincso 
province for-six cebturies jor more, yet nothing 
appedrs to’ have been done‘ by the Chinese 
Government for the benefit-af the native, tribes 
whose country has been 0 forcibly annczed to 
the Chinese Empire, . aoe 


The principal object of the Chinese io retaln- 
{ng hold of this province appears to have been 
to secre the control of its rich deposits of copper 
and other metals, Millions of tacisof silver are 
expended annually in-vatious ways throughout 
tho-province, but despite this fact, the people are 
exceed:ngly poor, wretched and miserable. The 
wealthiest of the natives are neliher fell, dressed, 
or housed with anything like comfozt not to any 
luxury, Thele beer. food ts Lugal indeed, and 
their best clothing ix far inferior to that worn bi 
our servants in, Shanghal, whilst most of thelr 
houses would hardly be considered good enough

The. advent of steamers in'‘China has brought 
abont considerable changes, “Thus travellers 
leaving Peking for the distant province,. af 
Yuanan may now take cart to Tientsin in three 
‘days, embatk there on a-steamer, and’ feach 
Shanghai in four or five days, Thencethey go 
by river steamer to Hankow in four days. ‘At 
Hankow a junk.may be hired to go up the 
Yangtze river, through the Tungting Lake, and 
up the Yuan river to Chéayuan Fu, Kuelchow 
province, in forty days. Hete the Jand foumey 
commences. The whole journey may be accom.-* 
plished in elghty days" actual ‘travelling, but 
halts and rest are necessary, so: one: hundred 
days is the usual time occupied in the actual 
performance of this feat, This. is the best 
possible route for officials just now, In the way 
of accommodation afloat and ashore ; neverthe- 
less itis'an arduous and comfortless task ‘to 
everybody.

River as farup as Bhamo, and {t would not.be 
a very difficult matter'to bulld a railway from 
Bhamo across the Kachyen Hills to Manyin on 
the Chinese frontler side of those hills, but the 
wild Kachyens are troublesome people, They: 
must be tamed, and given, or found, a sultablo 
mans of livellhood, otherwise they will always
